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20. The method of claim 19, wherein the intracellular second messenger 
is selected from a group consisting of cAMP, calcium, and a reporter gene product. 

21. A compound identified using the method of Claim 17, wherein said 
compound is a modulator of a mammalian histamine H4 receptor. 

22. A compound identified using the method of Claim 17, wherein said 
compound is an agonist, antagonist, or inverse agonist of a mammalian histamine 
H4 receptor. 

23. A compound identified using the method of Claim 17, wherein said 
compound modulates the expression of the mammalian histamine H4 receptor 
protein. 

24. A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound active in the 
method of Claim 17 and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

25. A method of treating a patient in need of such treatment for a 
condition that is mediated by a histamine H4 receptor comprising administration of 
a pharmaceutical composition of claim 24.
